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PROGRESS REPORT 


NEEDHAM HIGH SCHOOL 1955 


One has only to look at the High School to know that an addition to the 
school is under construction. Because of Needham’s fast-growing population, 
the school committee found that the town must either build a new high school 
or put an addition onto the present one. After investigating the situation, they 
found that the more efficient way of increasing the capacity for high school 
pupils would be to make an addition to the present building. 


Although the High School does not appear to be crowded now, a glance at 
the size of the classes coming to the schoo! in the next ten years shows that they 
will average three hundred or more pupils. Four grades, with some pupils from 
Dover, will occupy the School; so accommodatiens for fifteen hundred pupils 
will be needed. 

The estimated cost of the construction is two million dollars. This sum 
sounds unbelievably large, but it includes not only the cost of the addition but 
also the cost of remodeling the older building. 


The construction is divided into three units. Unit A at the south end of 
the building is the cafeteria, serving five hundred pupils; unit B is the gymna- 
sium, which has a seating capacity of twelve hundred; unit C consists mainly 
of twenty-seven classrooms. New teachers’ rooms, a new library, a new study 
hall, and a health suite are also included in the addition.

Student Council, under the guidance of Mrs. 
McCurdy and Mr. Pelletier, handled a full 
agenda this year. 

The rules for electing cheerleaders were 
amended, and the Council revised the letter- 
awarding system to include the cheerleaders and 
majorettes among those who receive recognition. 
Mr. Harris came before the Council to ask for 
letters for the band. Since such an award would 
allow other school organizations which receive 
academic credit also to be eligible for letters, the 
matter was seriously debated by the Council 
members. The final motion to grant his request 
was lost. 

Carrying on a policy introduced last year, the 
Council arranged to exchange assemblies with 
Wellesley High School. The success of these 
assembly programs suggests that the custom will 
continue.

Hard luck was the plague of the 1953 football 
team. Injuries, freak occurrences, and bad 
breaks contributed to a generally poor season for 
Needham High. The record, 1 win against 8 
losses does not tell the whole story. 

The first three games went as most of the 
rest. We lost to Norwood, 6-0 in the opener. 
The Concord game was a rough one. The final: 
28-0. Next came the one bright spot of the 
season, the Dedham game, which we won, 18-0. 

We were again outclassed by the big, hard- 
charging Natick eleven, which downed us 34-0. 

We lost the Walpole game, 14-0. This result 
came as a surprise as Needham thought it would 
win easily. The injury-ridden club lost the 
Framingham game, 21-0 and the Lexington 
game, 25-13. Back to as full strength as possible, 
the boys lost to Milton, 13-0. The Wellesley 
game was a clean one, but we lost, 19-0. 


Although the team and season as a whole were 
poor, several individuals were outstanding.

The 1954 edition of the Wrestling Team had 
an exceptionally fine season, winning six and 
losing two matches.

The Needham High basketball team of 1953- 
54 had all the speed, spirit, and ability needed for 
a championship team; but a lack of height pre- 
vented the Blue and White’s retaining the Bay 
State League title won by Gracey, Twigg, and 
Company the previous year. Although a record 
of five wins and nine losses in league play is not 
very impressive, with a few breaks the boys 
could have been at the top of the league. One of 
the defeats was by two points in a game requiring 
two overtime periods at the hands of Milton, 
who later became league champions. The boys 
also dropped a sudden-death game to Norwood;

Led by high-scoring Wenham and team mate 
Keith, the ‘‘Rockets’’ emerged as Massachusetts 
State Hockey champs, despite tremendous 
handicaps. 

The team under first-year coach, Jim Maloney, 
started off the season by beating Norwood and 
Waltham by identical scores, 6-2. Needham 
fought to a scoreless tie against B.C. High. Then 
they trounced rival Wellesley 4-1. The team 
faced its first defeat at the hands of defending 
champion Walpole as the ‘‘Rockets’’ went down 
to the tune of 3-O. They came back to beat 
Watertown, 6-0, and Framingham, 5-0. In the 
play-off games the team had to face Wellesley, 
who handed Needham its second defeat by a 
score of 2-1. Needham tied Waltham, 1-1. 
The boys captured second place as Walpole had 
clinched the Bay State title. The boys really 
outdid all but their own expectations, as they 
beat Walpole in a later game. 

Three teams, Walpole, Needham, and Welles- 
ley, from the Bay State League were invited to 


the Met. Tourney. From the start Needham 
was picked as a ‘“‘dark horse.’’ Their first win 
was over Hudson. Next a husky Danvers 
sextet gave the boys a physical beating but again 
Needham won the game. Next our opponent 
was Belmont, winners of the G.B.I. League.
